This  group  of  sixteen  boys,  with  George 
AlcGregor  acting  as  chairman,  has  been 
very  active  this  year.  Mr.  Eames  has  fre- 
quently discussed  school  problems  with 
them;  they  have  taken  over  some  proctoring 
duties  in  the  younger  boys'  dormitories, 
have  acted  as  head  waiters  and  assisted 
in  the  supervision  of  the  Saturday  movies. 


The  annual  Boston  Alumni  Dinner  was 
held  at  the  Harvard  Club  of  Boston  on  Fri- 
day evening,  January  26,  with  eighty-nine 
alumni  in  attendance,  as  well  as  Mr.  Eames, 
Mr.  Barriskill,  Mr.  Mercer,  Mr.  Murphy, 
Mr.  Navins,  Air.

John  H.  Dyer  '37,  President  of  the  As- 
sociation, presided  at  the  meeting  following 
the  dinner  and  called  on  Mr.  Navins  '31, 
Treasurer  of  the  Association,  to  give  a  report 
on  the  1763  Fund  for  the  past  year. 

The  speakers  of  the  evening  were  Mr. 
Arthur  W.  Sager  of  the  faculty  and  Arthur 
S.  Ross  '37.  Mr.  Sager  called  upon  the 
alumni  to  take  an  increasingly  active  in- 
terest in  the  school  and  said  such  interest  is 
essential  if  the  school  is  to  fulfill  its  purpose 
in  helping  to  create  responsible  citizens. 

A  "get  tough"  policy  towards  Russia  was 
urged  by  Mr.  Ross,  a  flight  lieutenant  in 
World  War  II  who  was  awarded  the  Dis- 
tinguished Flying  Cross.  He  said  we  should 
warn  the  Soviet  that  one  more  move  will 
result  in  immediate  retaliation.  Such  a  policy 
could  be  pursued  only  with  the  backing  of 
the  entire  country,  but  he  charged  that  the 
leadership  necessary  to  bring  such  unity  is 
"basically  lacking."  The  major  task  of 
secondary  schools  in  these  critical  times  is  to 
develop  that  leadership,  and  this  can  be 
brought  about  through  the  development  of 
confidence. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Air.  Ross'  talk,  Mr. 
Sager  led  the  group  in  singing.

The  Academy  has  recently  purchased  the 
Moody  Bovnton  house  and  land  across 
Middle  Street  from  the  Alumni  Gymnasium. 
Since  the  four  acres  of  land  border  Whipple 
Field  on  the  west  and  the  lawns  of  the  Cot- 
tage on  the  north,  it  is  a  particularly  happy 
addition  to  the  Academy  property. 

The  large  yellow  house  on  the  property 
dates  back  to  Revolutionary  times.  It  original- 
ly belonged  to  the  Noyes  family,  but  about 
1910  was  acquired  by  Mr.  Moody  Boynton, 
an  inventor  best  known  for  a  variety  of 
power  saw  now  in  nearly  universal  use. 
Recently  the  house  has  been  used  by  his 
widow  and  his  sons  as  a  summer  residence. 

The  house  now  lacks  plumbing,  heating, 
and  electricity.  It  is  also  in  need  of  extensive 
repairs  and  possible  remodelling.  According- 
ly, funds  will  have  to  be  raised  before  the 
house  can  be  used  for  school  purposes.  How- 
ever, one  immediate  benefit  of  the  new  ac- 
quisition is  that  it  will  make  possible  im- 
proved approaches  to  the  athletic  facilities 
of  Whipple  Field. 


COMMANDER  MacMILLAN  TO 

TELL  BOYS  OF  THE  FAR  NORTH 


On  Saturday  evening,  April  14,  Com- 
mander Donald  B.  MacMillan,  explorer, 
teacher,  scientist,  and  author,  will  speak  to 
the  boys  and  faculty  on  The  Far  North  and 
show  natural  color  motion  pictures  of  ice- 
bergs, birds,  walrus,  and  polar  bears. 

Since  serving  as  assistant  to  Admiral 
Peary  on  his  successful  North  Pole  expedi- 
tion, MacMillan  has  commanded  many 
highly  important  northern  expeditions  which 
have  added  infinitely  to  the  knowledge  of 
this  hitherto  unknown  part  of  the  globe. 

As  Captain  of  his  own  ship,  the  Bowdoin, 
he  has  travelled  over  250,000  miles  of  Arctic 
waters;  also  thousands  of  miles  by  dog  team 
and  by  plane.  He  has  extensively  explored 
Labrador,  Ungava  Bay,  Foxe  Basin,  Baffin 
Island,  Ellesmere  Land,  Greenland,  Hudson 
Bay,  and  the  Polar  Sea. 

In  1929  he  built  and  equipped  the  Mac- 
Millan-Moravian  Eskimo  School  at  Nain, 
Labrador,  which  he  and  Mrs.  MacMillan 
continue  to  maintain,  at  the  present  time, 
caring  for  seventy  Eskimo  children. 


On  the  evening  of  Friday,  January  19,  the 
school  was  host  to  Mr.  Robert  P.  Tristram 
Coffin,  celebrated  poet  and  essayist,  who 
read  excerpts  from  poetry  before  an  assembly 
of  the  boys  in  the  Cobb  Room.  Now  a  pro- 
fessor at  Bowdoin  College,  Mr.  Coffin  is  the 
author  of  many  novels,  biographies,  and 
books  of  verse,  for  which  he  was  awarded 
the  Pulitzer  Prize  in  1935. 

In  his  reading  Mr.  Coffin  attempted  to 
define  the  American  spirit;  and  the  poems 
recited  dealt  with  the  telephone,  the  old 
swimming  hole,  baked  beans,  and  other 
things  which  are  thought  of  as  typically 
American.  Before  reading  each  poem,  Mr. 
Coffin  told  its  story  and  how  he  was  inspired 
to  write  it,  thus  providing  an  interesting 
back  drop  to  the  verse.

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EDITORIAL 

Although  at  the  present  moment  the 
draft  law  as-  applied  to  eighteen-year  olds  is 
nothing  more  than  words  echoing  through 
the  halls  of  Congress,  it  presents  a  very  real 
danger  to  the  young  college  aspirant  in  the 
form  of  a  psychological  barrier.  This  barrier 
is  the  attitude  of  defeatism  which  is  apt  to 
overtake  a  person  who  is  eligible  for  the 
draft.  At  the  beginning  of  the  last  war  there 
was  a  very  marked  tendency  among  high- 
school  students  to  resign  themselves  to  the 
fact  that  they  were  destined  for  the  armed 
services  and  consequently  to  concentrate  on 
getting  the  most  out  of  life  while  the  oppor- 
tunity still  presented  itself. 

In  the  present  times,  as  the  outlook  be- 
comes more  and  more  ominous,  it  is  just 
this  attitude  of  defeatism  which  must  be 
overcome  by  the  present  college-hopeful.  He 
must  remember  that  as  yet  the  world  situa- 
tion is  not  hopeless,  that  aspects  are  getting 
brighter  in  many  places,  and  that,  most  im- 
portant of  all,  the  draft  law  is  still  only  a 
possibility.  He  must  not  lose  sight  of  his 
immediate  goal — that  of  securing  admission 
to  the  college  of  his  choice.  If  he  does  this, 
in  the  event  that  the  draft  law  is  passed  and 
he    is    inducted    into    the    armed    forces,    a 


conscientious  student  who  has  not  suc- 
cumbed to  the  Epicurean  philosophy  will 
have  laid  a  firm  groundwork  for  a  successful 
college  career.  In  view  of  these  points, 
therefore,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  prospective 
college  student  to  do  the  best  job  that  he 
possibly  can,  to  strive  for  an  admission  to 
college,  and  not  to  be  overcome  by  the 
mania  of  pessimism.  In  the  words  of  the  late 
President  Roosevelt — "We  have  nothing  to 
fear  but  fear  itself."
